Potter County, Pa., Sept. 18.— 


While ihfi lumber trade JB precarious in 
Pennsylvania, as ehwnvliere, it is apt to be 
successful, like 11115 other business, when 
well understood, intelligently managed, and 
closely watched. As an instance, this vil- 
lage may bo cited. In. 1&85 it contained but 
one houhe, and it now has a population of 
about 2,000 persons, all ot them, directly or 
indirectly employed or (supported by the 
four mills established here and controlled 
by a s.ingle firm from Buffalo. It owns 
hemlock forests in various counties and 
has contracts with tanneries for disposing 
of tho bark, which is, of great value in tan- 
nins leather. 


Hemlock is corti^e wood, splits unevenly, 


and decays fast if e^po^ed to the weather. 
But it is stronger than white pine, secures 
a better hold for nitils and is preferable to 
pine for beams, rafters, roof sheathing and 
all parts of a housoto bo covered, as it is 
for a great deal oi' rough work. It fur- 
nishes a large hhare of tho lumber of com- 
merce, nnd as the su pply of white pine rap- 
idly diminishes hemlock grows more aud 
more m demand. 


Northern and 
central Pennsylvania 


abound in sawmilln and tanneries. The 
largest mill iu ihi« state and country or 
anywhere is here, and one of the largest 
tanneries is at Co&tollo, three miles below, 
on the new Buffalo and Susquehanna rail- 
road, now approaching completion. 


How near perfection are the present saw- 
mills, with all the latest improvements in 
machinery? I have looked at them with 
wonder in this district, so rapid and com- 
plete are their operations. What a mar- 
velous advance they are on the old fash- 
ioned mills! The new machinery seems to 
think. Its power in indeed more exact and 
regular tkau that ot any mind. Tho mills 
convert the logs iuto lumber so quickly 
that it appears mayical.

The logs are in a pond. They arc rolled 


up to an incline by men, and aa they ap- 
proSfch it an endlesis chain with hooks, al- 
ways in motion, catches them ami draws 
them into the mill. Then they are adjusted 
by a special apparatus to a proper position, 
rolled forward aud sawed by circular and 
vertical-saws Lo tlie required size aud shape, 
pi'.ed by hand on the dock beyond and pot 
iuto the rail cars when it is desired. 


Nothing Is wasted iu the largest and best 


mills. The two here consume the salMust, 
which runs through holes in the fiooWfato 
the lurnace, needing no other fuel. 
The 


odd bits of lumber are carried to an adja- 
cent kindling wood factory, owne'd in Brook- 
lyn, cut into kindling wood, which Is dried 
and bundled for the retail trade. This mill 
ships from six to eight carloads doily of 
finished product, each car containing from 
11,000 to 14,000 bundles. There is a fourth 
mill here in which hard wood—maple, ash, 
beach, etc.—is sawed, its annual output be- 
ing some 10,000,000 feet. Nearly everything 
is done by steam and machinery with re- 
markable eo^e and celerity, aided by trained, 
skillful workmen. 


The mills raa clay nmtflight, having two 


gangs of men, und have done so since their 
establishment—six years ago. Some girls 
anil boys are employed in the kindlini 
wood mill, earning from $1,25 to SI.Co 
day. 
The regular work bands get from ? 


to S*j, the latter an exceptional price, paid 
to the few mun who st-o to the sharpening 
o£ the saws, which require constant grind- 
ing, done with emery wheels. The employ- 
ers have had no strikes—-iu fact, no trouble 
beyond tbe ordinary friction that seems in- 
separable between labor and capital. The 
large sawmiUb consume about 100 logs and 
t.bip from 4o to 50 cars of lumber daily, 
keeping on hand some §150,000 of finished 
product. 


The ilrm conducting the sawmills here 


use and have the exclusive right to a 
patent &tea,m log loader, which must bo oi 
the greatest advuntage in point of time 
and economy. It should work a revolution 
iu the bu^lne-is. '1 he cars employed for the. 
transportation of lumber are tho regular 
flat cars, on which are laid and properly 
fabtmied lonjfittidi ual railway bars so as to 
leave somes 18 inches between the ends ol! 
tho rails where the cars are coupled, to al- 
low for slack o£ train. 


The loader is a pivotal power house, 


roofed over, with a huge crane which can 
be swiftly raised .md lowered at will, thu 
pivotal base being a substantial frame 
mounted on 10 do ible flanged wheels, eight 
on each hide, for use in moving the loader 
on the ear track. The power housecontains 
au upright boiler, two water tanks, coal 
boxen and a twin hoisting engine. Cars 
may bo loaded independent of curve or 
grade. 


The reach ot the machine in any direction 


at will is limited only by length of cable 
and reel capacity. At the end of the cable 
are fastened tongs, which a man attaches to 
the middle oC tho log, and i!, i« swung on 
the car, two men on the car being provided 
with a ucavey, or eanthook, as it is called, 
to regulate tho log. This is an indispensa- 
ble instrument in lumbering, having a 
pointed metallic end oil the pole and a 
curved hook (some 1(1 inches below tho 
point) which enables tlie bolder to manage 
the log after a certain amount of practice. 
The loader will put 800 logy on 4U cars in 10 
hours and has done it often.

Tiie 1'lrst Convert of Hie Salvatiom Army 


In Auioilca. 


Our first convert ttt America is etlll 


living and serving the army in Boston. 
The history of his reform is a remarka- 
ble one. 


The conversion of tho first of fcmighty 


multitude was brought about by Com- 
missioner Bailton, then in command of 
the American forces oi! the army, and 
Superintendent Thomas Byrnes of llie 
Now YorlsTpolice. Mr, Byrnes was an 
inspector of police at the time, early in 
1880. 


It 13 safe to say that in Salvation Army 


circles thera ara very few who Jo not 
know Jimmy, ty reputation at least. 
Jimmy was a thief and drunkard when 
converted in New York in March, 1880. 
His name is James Kemp. 


Three times Jimmy narrowly escaped 


losing his life. On one occasion he was 
nearly frozen to death outside Billy Mc- 
Glory's notorious dive. On another oc- 
casion ho was so brutally beaten in a 
Water street dive ths.t he was supposed 
to be dead. 
The morgue wagon was 


called by the police, and the bruised and 
battered body, apparently dead, was car- 
ried to the morgue. When it, or rather 
he, arrived • there some of the doctors 
made the discovery that Jimmy still 
lived, ana ou lio was taken to the hos- 
pital, where he remained four months. 
His last nanow escape from ci&llb. was 
when he drauk a quantity of spirits of 
wino which he found in a cellar, Jim 
my drank so much he wont raving mad 
and tried to hang himself. He was sent 
to prison for three months for attempt- 
ing suicido. 


The first Saturday afternoon iu March, 


1880, Jimmy started out to havo borne 
amusementi nnd hearing that the Salva- 
tion Aimy, which had just arrived from 
England, was going "to show" at Harry 
Hill's notorious resort lie concluded to 
go there and eeo what kind of people the 
boldiefs were, When he arrived at Hill's. 
he found that there ivas an admission 
fee, and he, with a drunkard's economy, 
determined to spend the price of adniis- 
piori in n different manner. 
Toward 


night lie strullc'l iuloa divo in Water 
street, where ids AVI yo friends painted 
his back anil served his face tho same 
way and wound up the performance by 
rolling the unfortunate man in the saw- 
dust of the dive floor. Jimmy, after sub- 
mitting to their treatment, thought th»y 
would let him stay there all niglil; but, 
alas, they kicked him out on the street. 


Jubt m Jimmy reached tho sidewalk 


Ins cap blew iff anil fell into an a&h bar- 
rel which, was fctantling near the door of

Jimmy tried to recover it, but

verted mau on the soles of his feet. 
These means are sometimes resorted to 
by pulicviiifn to arouse drunken ,uen. 


From the depths Ot' the barrel came a 


voice which the policeman at oncorecog- 
nued. He- lapped for assistance, anil 
when another officer appeared on th*. 
uteuu an effort was mide to get Jimmy 
from Ins novel but painful position. 
They pulled at the protruding tei-t, but 
Jimmy failed to respond, bis clothes hav- 
ing been caught on the nails which had 
been driven through, the barrel, They 
pulled until the old rotten 
F>h™ s gave 


way and wore lr>ft in their liamli. 
The 


policemen then threw the bai rtl down 
on its side, and laying hold of the unfor- 
tunate man's fett they dragged tu>- bar- 
rel and its howling occupant toward the 
police station. 


A pitiful sight was poor Jimmy when 


ho roachofl the station. His face, which 
bad been blackened by the toughs in 
dive, was nil battered and bruised, aud 
the paint on his face, mingled with 
blood, w.lb stiongU fctigtrestivo u^ 
scalped Indian. 
His clothes weio all 


torn ,tnd ins .slior-s gone. How complete 
tho rum!
